LEBA.NOX  VALLEY  COLLEGE  is  located  at  Auuville,  a  pleasant  rural 
village,  situated  in  one  of  the  most  delightful  poi'tions  of  the  be  autiful  Leba- 
non Valley.  The  village  is  noted  for  its  healthfulness  and  freedom  from 
those  temptations  to  vice  so  common  to  cities  and  large  towns.  It  is  easily 
accessible  from  all  points,  being  located  on  the  direct  route  of  Railroad  travel 
from  Harrisburg,  via  Reading,  to  Philadelphia  or  New  York.  Trains  stop- 
ping at  Annville,  leave  HarrislDurg  and  Reading  three  times  a  day,  Sundays 
excepted. 

JBulldlngs  and   Grounds. 

There  are  two  large  buildings  and  a  campus  of  about  six  acres.  Tlie  build- 
ings are  of  brick  and  are  capable  of  accommodating  a  large  number  of  stu- 
dents. All  non-resident  students  board  in  the  institution,  and  hence  are  un- 
der the  continual  care  of  the  President  and  Professors. 

Furnishing   and    Outfit, 

students  are  required  to  furnish  their  own  bedding,  excepting  the  mat- 
tress, bolster  and  pillows.  They  should  have  their  blankets,  /sheets,  pillowa,  ccwes 
and  clothing  indelibly  marked  with  their  full  name. 

Discipline, 

THE  GOVERNMENT  of  the  COLLEGE  is  strict,  but  parental. 
The  object  of  the  Institution  is  to  afford  a  home,  where  parents  or  guard- 
ians may  place  their  children  and  wards  with  safety  and  profit,  and  where 
young  men  and  young  ladies  may  be  fitted  for  usefulness  under  influences 
calculated  to  refine  their  tastes,  ennoble  their  aspirations,  discipline  their  In- 
tellectual powers,  and  develop  a  high  Christian  character.  Every  unexpect- 
ed absence,  failure,  or  misdemeanor,  is  reported  to  the  faculty,  and  a  record 
made  of  the  same.  , 

The  first  three  demerit  marks  will  subject  a  student  to  private  reproof;  the 
first  six,  to  reproof  before  the  faculty  ;  the  first  nine,  to  reproof  in  public  with 
notice  to  parent  or  guardian,  and  the  first  twelve  to  dismission  from  the 
college. 

The  faculty  may,  on  evidence  of  reformation,  restore  a  dismissed  student. 

Leave  of  Absence. 

No  student  is  allowed  to  be  absent,  during  the  term,  without  special  leave. 
The  absence  of  a  student,  even  a  daj^  in  term  time,  exerts  on  his  progress  an 
evil  infiuence,  which  is  seldom  fully  nppreciated  by  parents  or  guardians; 
hence  no  apology  but  that  of  sickness,  or  other  unavoidable  accident,  Is  suf- 
ficient to  excuse  a  student  from  a  regular  attendance  at  recitation. 

Recommendations, 

The  following  manuals  are  recommended,— Anthon's  Classical  Dictionar,y, 
Eschenburg's  Manual  of  Classical  Literature,  Webster's  or  Worcester's  Un- 
abridged Dictionary,  and  Long's  Classical  Atlas. 
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Religious  Services. 

Religious  service  is  lielil  in  the  College  Chapel  iu  the  luorning  oi"  «.u -h  day, 
which  all  the  students  are  rerinired  to  attend. 

Students  from  abrixid,  who  are  renidents  of  the  CvUcyc,  s»re  also  required  to  at- 
tend public  worship  on  the  Sabbath  with  the  Faculty,  except  those  who  on  ac- 
count of  Chtirch  membership  or  wish  of  parent  or  guardian  may  prefer  to 
attend  church  elsewhere. 

Students'  prayer  meetings,  whicli  all  are  invited  toattend,  are  held  on  each 
Friday  evening. 

Studies  and  Kecitatio)is. 

students  will  pursue  the  studies  of  the  classes  to  which  they  are  assigned 
unless  exempted  for  special  reasons.  No  student  will  take  a  study  to  which 
he  has  not  been  assigned,  nor  discontinue  a  study  without  permission  obtained 
from  the  Faculty. 

Exaviiiuitioiis. 

Public  ex:'.minatioj-i>  wiU  i>e  held  at  the  close  of  the  lii-st  term  before  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Faculty,  and  ax  the  close  of  the  yesir  before  a  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Patronizing  Conferences.  The  examinations  are  intended  to 
be  thorough  and  have  an  influence  iu  determining  tlie  standing  of  the  student. 

In  all  cases  when  from  any  cause  a  student  has  fiiiled  to  be  present  at  the 
regular  examination  he  shall  undergo  an  examination  before  being  perm  it  ted 
again  to  recite  in  the  classes  of  the  College. 

Hhetorical  Exercise. 

An  Exercise  in  composition  is  required  of  each  student  once  in  two  weeks: 
also  a  public  oratorical  exercise  of  the  regular  College  classes,  montnly. 

Graduation  and  Degrees. 

Every  one  of  the  studies  prescribed  in  each  coarse  is  deemed  ESSKsriAi,  to 
SEABUATixG  ill  that  course. 

B  4.CHELOR  OF  ARTS.— This  degree  will  be  conferred  in  course  upon  any 
student  of  the  College  who  shall  complete  the  studies  of  the  classical  course 
and  shall  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  same. 

MISTRESS  OF  ARTS.— This  degree  will  be  conferred  in  course  upon  any 
female  student  who  shall  compile  the  Classical  Course,  omitting  some  of  the 
Higher  Mathematics  and  Greek,  and  substituting  German  and  French. 

CERTIFICATE.— To  any  student  who  completes  the  Scientific  Couree,  a 
Certificate  to  that  effect,  will  be  given.

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THEORETICAL. 

This  embraces  the  principles  and  rudiments  of  busi- 
ness, such  as  Penmanship,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Com- 
mercial Law,  and  Book-Keeping.  In  the  latter  he  is  re- 
quired to  keep  ten  sets  of  books,  embracing  the  whole 
theory  of  the  science  of  accounts,  together  with  all  the 
rules  for  journalizing,  porting,  checking,  taking  Trial  Bal- 
ance, making  out  Balance  Sheets,  closing  Ledger,  making 
out  Business  Papers,  &c  ,  &c.  After  completing  the  stud- 
ies of  this  department,  and  passing  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation thereon  he  is  admitted  into  the  Actual  Business 
Department. 

PRACTICAL. 

Here  the  business  transpiring  among  the  students, 
is  just  as  actual  as  that  which  takes  place  in  the 
business  world  ;  he  buys  and  sells,  handles  bank  bills  and 
specie,  deposits  and  checks  out  the  same  ;  gives  and  takes 
notes ;  draws  and  accepts  drafts,  executes  accounts,  sate  and 
current',  makes  out  invoices,  bills,  &e.  He  first  commences 
as  a  sole  trader,  and  after  passing  through  all  the  manipu- 
lations of  trade,  and  becoming  conversant  Avith  the  rules 
and  law  relating  thereto,  he  takes  in  a  partner,  being  now 
prepared  through  increase  of  capital  and  enlarged  experi- 
ence to  extend  his  business  operations.  He  then  engages 
in  some  branch  of  Wholesale  Jobbing.)  or  Manufacturing  bus- 
iness. Collections  are  made  through  banks  and  private 
agencies,  and  remittances  sent  in  tlie  usual  manner.     Li 
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buy  in  o"  aud  selling  he  leiiriis  to  watch  carefully  all  the 
phases  of  the  market  and  to  study  the  theory  of  gains 
from  the  practice  he  is  afforded.  He  is  also  thoroughly 
drilled  in  original  entries  of  all  kinds  and  learns  to  rely 
on  himself.  Having  had  sufficient  practice  in  this  direc- 
tion, he  passes  to  the  other  departments  and  becomes,  in 
turn,  proprietor  or  employee  in  a  Commission  House,  For- 
warding House,  Grain  Emporium,  Bailroad  Office,  ^-c. 
From  these  positions  he  passes  into  the  Merchandise  Em- 
porium, where  he  becomes  in  turn  Slvippiny  C/crk,  Sales- 
man, Book-Keeper 'dud  Business  Manager. 

After  passing  through  all  the  offices  and  giving  evi- 
dence of  his  proficiency  he  is  at  last  passed  into  the  IX- 
TERNATIOJ^AL  COLLEGE  BANK,  where  he  becomes 
a  financier  and  learns  to  apply  the  lessons  of  his  course  in 
this  direction.  The  BANK  is  fitted  np  in  the  most  ele- 
gant style  and  is  furnished  Avith  a  complete  set  of  books, 
embracing  a  Debit  Journal,  Credit  Journal,  General  Led- 
ger, Deposit  Ledger,  Discount  Eegister,  Collection  Regis- 
ter, Domestic  Tickler,  Foreign  Tickler,  Passed  Collection 
Book,  Cash  Book,  Transfer  Book,  Installment  Scrips,  Cer- 
tificates of  Stock,  &c.

The 
student  in  turn  performs  all  the  duties  connected  with  the 
following  offices,  viz :  Collection  Clerk,  Discount  Clerk,  He- 
ceiving  Teller,  Paying  Teller,  Book-Keeper,  Cashier,  and  be- 
comes familiar  Avith  all  the  entries  and  processes  practised 
in  banks. 

A  description  in  detail  of  the  operations  of  the  Com- 
mercial Department  Avould  be  neither  more  nor  less  than 
a  portraiture  of  the  regular  business  operations  of  any  well 
ordered  and  extensive  mercantile  conmiunity.     Nothing 
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1^  feigned,  all  is  real.  Every  note  given,  deposi*:  made  or 
check  drawn,  is  for  a  consideration  and  represents  valne. 
Every  experienced  business  man  will  readily  perceive  the 
superior  advantages  of  such  a  system  of  training,  as  it 
alone  can  secure  that  degree  of  skill  and  accuracy  which 
tlie  exigencies  of  business  so  imperatively  demand. 

]^o  student  will  be  admitted  into  this  department 
who  has  not  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  common  branches, 
and  a  good  moral  character.  Daily  lessons  will  be  given 
in  Comme  rcial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic  and  Pen- 
manship, besides  special  class  drills,  once  every  week,  in 
Consignments,  Merchandise,  Companies,  &c.  When  a 
student  has  completed  the  course  and  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination  upon  the  same,  he  will  receive  a  Diploma. 
The  time  required  to  complete  a  course  is  from  four  to 
eight  months,  varying  according  to  the  ability  and  appli- 
cation of  the  student.
